O HELP MARINES understand the scope of intra-service 
formal training available, Leatherneck publishes the list of 
schools to which enlisted personnel are currently eligible, as 
based on Marine Corps Training Bulletin 2-55. HQMC now 
allocates student quotas to “using units,” which may utilize 
the special skills taught in these schools. For example, a post 
or station which does not have tanks would normally not be 
allocated a quota for the M-43 Tank Turret and Fire Control 
School. A unit without MPs would not normally receive a quota 
for MP school. Emphasis is now directed toward the attainment 
of greater proficiency within an MOS, rather than toward en 
couragement to change fields. It is the intention of HQMC to 
better qualify NCOs within their specialty, thereby increasin;
